TIIE KOOrmAY BILL; 

When tho nieasun; known aa the Kool- 
enay bill was first l;»iil before tlie house, 
it will be in the recollection of the read- 
ers of The Voluniit thfttv;o unhesitating- 
ly described it as bud nnd diingenuis. Its 
most prominent defects wmo indicatod. 
It was shown that the company were un- 
der no obligation to cluirgo. uniform rates 
of freiRht iiiid fare over their rail wfty. and 
steamboat linos, and that that 'fact ' aldhH 
would onal)le them to crush rival mining 
corporations by charging a dillerontial ta- 
riff which would render it impossible to 
get any 0lBP8iJmJ.;^he transportation com- 
pany's to market vith profit. It was fur- 
fhei^'sKown. that practically the company 
uskod.for the cualody and control of 
1,500,000 acrtB of land 'for the term nf 
five years without furnishing one dollar 
of Becurity that tlioy intended to carry 
out their obligations to the province; that 
the quantity of Jand. oskod was far in ex- 
cess of that WHich they wero entitled im- 
der even the most favorable circuinstan 
ccs; Ihiit a grant of land in return tm- 
running Bteambontson a rivci' that ha.t 
been known for seventeen years to be na- 
vigable for. many miles, was unparalleled. 
The company further proposed that 
the Burvpj^'lbf the- lands acquired under 
the act sfiould he mado at the oxponso of 
the government; that the rights of free 
miners wero not to bu reHjiectod; iliat tin: 
company did not propose to jiay iiixt-.s on 
any portion of the lands so lung as tlie 
Haid lands remained in their [lossitssion; 
and that the bill conveyed to them not 
alone tho Ijaseiuinelala but the precioua 
metals as well. With this catalogue of 
defects before them the house was naked 
by us either to throw out tho bill or re- 
model it entirely. Tho bill went to tho 
private bills conimitti.'f bi^foro whom tho 
promoters appeared, ft was tinally lo 
ported in an improved form; but most of 
the dangerousifeatures remained unohaug 
ed; and again we called on the legi!\laturo 
to strike out' the objectionable clau.sca or 
throw out the bill. After a aliort atnig- 
gle tho bill wont to committee of tlie 
whole. Th: '. body has cut and carved the 
measure, st) ' ek oiit entire sections and 
inserted new ones, and so altered tho gen- 
eral feature.^ uf the, bill tljat of the ori- 
ginal measf! o, there remains but tho pre - 
umbloandi otitic. It nuust puz/.lo tin; 
promoters i i know their own child, so 
altered iii .it in its features. Had it pass- 
ed through a threshing machine it could 
not have been worse mutilated. Moat of 
the ugly features to which oxcoptijn was 
taken when tho bill was first introdiicud 
have been removed. Tho i-hccra of tiie 
orijjinal measure arc gone and in their 
place are sections which are intonded to 
conserve the public rights, curb tho ambi- 
tion of the projectors uf tho scheme and 
protect'" tndivfflual minors frttm odious 
and oppressive e.xactinns. Lot us 'exam- 
ine and see how far the legislature has 
protected the public in the reformed or 
remodeled bill : 

1. Tullsare to be uniforin mid rea.Honable 
instead of being fixed as tho caprice and 

inteicMtof(thoL<3!3Mpnny'mip?*^^^ 
. 2.'^'When'tHe net profits 'esceoa fch pei' 
cent, tolls and fares are subject to reduc - 
tion by tho legislature. 

3. The land grant haft been cut down 
from 1,500,000 acres to 760,000. lYo luml 
u jYdnttd for rnnnhuj sttamboat^. The 
GompaiiytRiusfc bear all tlie cost of survey, 
^Bome>:9260,(XX))j and after a period of 
live years all the lands 'are subject to 
taxation — wild lands at the rate of five 
cents an aero and improved landr at tlio 
usual government valuation, 'i'ho revenue 
from this source sill luld bo some !J75,000 
or ^p^O|^a year. Tho company will 
P0Jl^^(^^ii'9i*'^ mountain, as well 
as on farming and mineral land. 

4. The company are required to com- 
plete the surveys and select their lands on 
Kootenay Lake on or before tlie Ist of 
December, 1884; and to select and survey 
all their other lands by the 31st Dec, 
1887. 

5. At any time, or during tho progress 
of the surveys, tho company's lands may 
be sold and the money obtained for tiiem 
held by tlie government until the com- 
pany shall have fully complied with the 
termBjjpfjj:he:^AAt. .^Tho government, lands 
will fiejopenr^^M^'m^ . or purcliaae 
at any 'tiine oii'theiisa'al terms." 

6. No existinp; mining rights are inter- 
fered with. The company's right to 
minerals, does not include the precioua 
raetalsj and placer diggings and gold or 
silver bearing quart;; lodes are not inchul- 
ed^g-^tlie 'grant," which covers only the 
baaefmetalsT^cbppor and lead. i -> ' 

7. The government reserve great tracls 
of rich meadow land on Kootenay river 
for settlers. 

8. No bonolit can inure to tiie cnuipany 
until the final completion of the workK 
specified in their undertaking; not a 
dollar of money will bo received by them, 
and not an aero of land will bo granted 
until the railways andsteamera have been 
built and properly equipped. 

The' above is a brief epitome of tho 
amended and improved Kootenay I'.ill. 
It has been purgsd of moat of its objec- 
tionable feature.s and its wlioh; nature 
changed. From a .sdionie that gave iiino 
points to tho company where it gave one 
to the country, it now places tho company 
olmoat, entirely in the hands of tho 
country; We do not say that .is yel tho 
public interests ore, altogether out of 
danger, or that otKo'r safeguards may not 
bo introduced to ninko tho hill morn 
palatable, but tho issue is narrowed con 
siderably. With the general iirniciples 
of internal devolnpment and tho introduc- 
tion of foreign capital we take it that the 
public are in accord. Had llin original 
Ijil! been •one that we could have sup- 
ported wo ahould gladly have done all in 
our power to aa.si.st its p:is.s:ige. Hut it 
was not good; it was decidedly bad, and 
it met a fate that it merited. The public 
have had to -.d.eal- with a now measure 
which. the House 'itself has prepared in 
opposition to tho wishes of the projectors 
of the scheme. NN'e would point out that 
the time for the dejio.sit of security still is 
remote (3Ist Doc, 18H1), and that a clause 
prohibiting connection with the Northern 
Pacific ,. .IJailrp.id should bo inserted 
if it can bo effected without interference 
with tlia^if]_Bri£ieih":'Nortn Ainorica Act. 
Thes^l^^points that wo submiE to the 
al^^nwof the legislature. 



HESERyJSS FOR SCHOOL PUR- 
POSES. 

The premier in addressing the luiusu uii 
Friday in , reference to tho Vaten-stieet 
eztensiu^Jil^ilgh^tlve jichool rrsewe, ad- 
verted to tho subject of reserving land 
for school purposes Ihrougliout the prov- 
ince, where such resorvcr, did not already 
exist, and intimated liLs intention at some 
futtue' time of aeeing-that this, .matter 
irw attended to. The subjeot is one 



which has always been a source of anxiety 
to those interested in the educational 
.system of tho province, almost since jts 
tirst inception, and when Mr. Jesaop whs 
siqierititendcnt of education lie urged it 
in his reports year after year on, the gov- 
orninenta of the day, but it received no 
consideration. In those .days it; was no 
duubt felt that in a sparsely-settled prov- 
ince like British Columbia th[eire was no 
particular urgency in the matter, and it 
was one whicli could bo left to the future. 
But now that future has arrived, and with 
it a new order of things which will not 
admit of any longer delay. Tho tide of 
iiiiuiigration wltich has now set in will 
soon make large demands on tho unset- 
tled lands of tho' province,, and it is time 
that some mcastu'cs should' b6''takbn for 
creating or setting aside the reservations 
for school purpoaea required iii diflerciU 
localities, as from neglect of this precau- 
tion inconvonioiices ami oxpenditiy c may 
roault, which will be a matter of regret 
lioroafter. Some fuw places, we believe, 
have already been provided for; but tlie 
pressing want is some comprolieiisive en- 
actment which will set tho matter at rest 
forever, and place this necessary pro- 
vision in connection with our achocl .ly.i- 
tein beyond the rangu of uncertainty and 
lu-Lsiblo difGoultiea iiV.^tho tiino to come. 
It M to be hoped, therefore, that though 
such a measure may not bu within the 
oompiuss of the present ses.sion, anollier 
will not bo allowed to pass without school 
reservations becoming an accomplished 
fact. '' ' "• '

Mr. Allen announced the Mayor would 
not be present, and proposed Mr. J. Fell 
should take the chair. .M_g,v^ m pc 

Mr.; jFellj ) oil takinpr'ihe^chair^said [he 
intended to make a" few remarks.^'but He 
would leave them to the close of the moet- 
iijg- 

Mr. Allen said as the bill was not 
brought up ill the house it was not neces- 
sary for luonibers to speak that evoning. 
He advocated that a strong workiivg coin- 
iinittee bo formed as it was the intention 
to' get up a monster petition, and if 
necessary ho would gu round with it him- 
self. 

Mr. Duck said that ho was in favor of 
the passage of the bill and on Saturday 
evening he did not hear onu argument 
against it. ■ It was for the opposite side to 
make out their case and he would rebut 
them. 

Jlr. Higgiiis asked Mr. .\llen if ho un"- 
dorstood him. to say members had been 
asked not to attend that meeting. 

Mr. Allen, e.xcitedly, aaid that this was 
not the case, it was pr(i|)08ed on Saturday 
niglit to adjourn the meeting till to-night, 
under tha idea that the bill would oome 
up, but it was useless for those who spoke 
(111 Saturday night to speak now. 

Mr. Higgins said ho had said nothing to 
escite Mr. .Vllon. Was he informed that 
themeetini< wa.s poslijoned? 

Mr. Allen said tinally that was not the 
case, though it had been talked about. 

Mr. Brown said the object of the meet- 
ing was to hear from those who know 
souiethinj; about the country. 

Mr. Li iuiiplirey.s said if. tlio object of 
the meeting was moroly to form a com- 
mittee it would be beat to limit the busi- 
ness of the meeting to that. For him.solf 
he was inore opposed to the iflll than over. 
In the- firsfc place he. thought it unfair to 
condemn the bill till the nmendmenta 
had been submitted to the lioii.so. lie 
was also told that the company did not 
intend to interfere with rights of miners. 
Ho found, however, that these rights had 
been taken away from them, as all the 
mines were given by the bill to the com- 
pany.. He cited the case of Mr. Spro'ule, 
whose claim was juniped by the company. 
He was got rid of, and stated- in Portland 
the company had fully settled with him. 
The member for Kootenay and Mr. Hea- 
ven were both his friends, but ho would 
sever his connection with any man in fa- 
vor of this bill. . Clause . 19 said the ex- 
isting rights of all'-'peraons and ' corpora- 
tions shall nut be afl'eclod. The conipaiiy 
know there are lumo — and the lands 
slioiild 1)0 subject to thu ri^lits of free 
iniiiers, etc. This simply meant that any 
man may locate on the lands, but when 
the company comes in after the survey lie 
would have toinovebtl'.. Mr. Duck liadsaid 
no one had convinced liiiu that (here^.is 
anything wrong abou't^ .the Bill;. Tjiit"^ that 
he would follow the dictates of public 
opinion. That opinion was entirely op- 
posed to it through the province. It be- 
hoved ISIr. D'ick tlicrefcn'e to ahow the 
cause of his beli(>f. No good could pro- 
ceed from a niunupoly liko this, and simi- 
lar ones were- the oursao^-Oalifomia and 
'Oregon. It Afriis far better the litn'd should 
be in the hands of separate individuals, 
it would conduce far more to the wel- 
fare of the country. (Cheers.) There 
was another matter. The only soiirce of 
reveniie the proviiico had was from her. 
lands; and the public service wos^siip-' 
ported by direct taxt^tion/ biit '^theie huin 
having acciuired the land would not be 
taxed. Some of the ineiuLers of the 
house liad invariably resisted monopolies 
of this description, and it seemed odd- 
that they should now have changed' their 
minds and jeopardized their political pos- 
itions. This could only bo in consequence 
of what they were to receive. (Hisses.) 
He thought the lawyers would not give 
their timo for nothing. (Applause.) 
Mr. Pooley — That is false ! 
Mr. Humphreys — He would prove it. 
He did not mention Mr. Pooley, butno.one^ 
would believe' that' lie'woul'(i''give hfs tihVe^ 
for nothing. Perhaps the fee from the 
company was larger than that from the 
people. Ho believed that none of the 
members would support this bill in the 
face of public opinion without some 
other coiisideration. ;^For t himself he in- 
tended'tb'd^ morb than Had yet done: 
The bill was a scandal and a disgrace, and 
no honest man would support it. This 
company said if the C. P. 11. did not ko 
through the Kicking Horse Pass they did 
not want it. (Laughter.) Those gentle- 
men were pl.aying into the hands of tli-) 
Northern Pacific. Ho was informed that 
15,000 or 20,000 miners were ready to 
go into Kooteiiay this year, but give this 
monopoly and that would be prevented, 
and Portland would be built up at)the ex- 
pense of British Columbia. Ho held 
that they owed a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Allen, as ho thought ho would he the 
first caught. (Cheers.) He thought that 
those who opposed the.bill, Mr. Martin, 
Mr. Orr and others;* wore '■3escrvin£! of 
thanks. [He Iiero read a paragraph de- 
scribing the richness of the Kootcnay 
ledgos.J In conclusion, the projectors of 
the bill must iiofc think hard of them for 
opposing the bill; he had known one of 
them for many years. Ho hoped a 
strong organization would bo got up and 
sensible resolutions forwarded to Ottav/a. 

Mr. 11, Bc.aven, wlio was received with 
loud cheers, said that ho had no interest 
in Kootenay or in the bill. (Hear.) The 
previous speaker had said that he (Mr. 
Beaven) would not support this bill un- 
less he had an interest in it. He sup- 
ported it because if it were not passed 
the trade of Kootenay would go to Port- 
land. (Cheers and hisses). Mr, Hum- 
phreys was a member of tho late 
government, and tliat, ^ government 
proposed to give 2,006,0dO' Acres of land 
for a railway on VariooiiverTaland(chcer8). 
Unless Kootenay Lake and Columbia 
River were connected by a railway Koo- 
tenay trade would leavo British Colum- 
bia. He wanted to aeo tho trade of Brit- 
ish Columbia built up and not that of 
Portland. Any man who opposed the 
building of that railway-would do tho pro- 
vince an injury.' He had lietened with 
great regret to the remarks of the last 
speaker and now said again that lie had 
not the slightest interest in Kootenay or 
in this bill. (Hear). 

Mr. Humphreys said he would allow 
tho people of British Columbia to judge 
betweoii'Mr. Beaven and himself. Dur- 
ing the IG years ho had sat in tha house 
ha would never have supported any meas- 
ure of the kind in the house unlea.s he 
had an ia^ereat in it. (Laughter, cheers 
and hiu'ls^d ;^' . 

Mr. Davie — Why did you support the 
Island Railway/ 

Mr. Humphreys explained that it made 
'no difTerence to tho country who built it 
so long as it was built. That railw.-iy was 
tho result of an arrangement between Mr. 
'Walkem and the Imperial government. 
He,cunelu'ded py^mpjl^^^ that j:fiii 'meet' 



ing requsst the city • tnembors to vote 
ag-inat the Kootenay Bill. 

Mr. Carey seconded. 

Mr. W. Wilson regretted attacks made 
by Mr. Humphreys on members of the 
Legislative Assembly who were'.all moved 
with a desire to do their duty, and who 
were doing i^without any desire to further 
their own^persorial interest. (Cries of Oh! 
Oh!) You elocteil them yourselves (Cheers, 
jeers). He did not think it creditable for 
charges to bo inado unless founded on fact. 
Who among therri could show they had 
sold thom I With regard to the Kootenay 
Bill there had been great misrepresenta- 
tion both wUh regard^sta quantity. of ^land 
required atraJslt^l ininerali}vi)ue.~\^hi8 
750,000 acres some had said was the beat 
land there was there, but it was entirely 
a matter of chance in whose sections the 
beat land would be. What was required 
to open this land ! Why, 82,000,000, 
Aro tlie government prepared to pay this! 
Or would tho public rather give it to a 
company who would survey it and give 
them ail opportunity to pre-empt and 
mine. If they think so much of Koote- 
nay why didn't they go there? (Laughter). 
None of thom valued this land until it 
was applied for. (.-V voice "It is Ains- 
worth tfc Blasdel who say it is valuable, ") 
It was all claptrap attributing such unrea- 
sonable value to this land. We were all 
anxious for the prosperity of British 
Columbia. Ho thought himself if anyone 
was willing to invest they ought to have 
a chance whoever they were. Ho had 
made many enquiries as to the time of 
completion of tho Canadian Pacific 
railway. A short time ago they had a 
capital of ^lOO.OOOiOOOand had great diHI- 
oulty in selling stock on itlie continent. It 
was their Intention to eonstruet a railway 
westward. Amid j^reat interruption ho 
said lhat it wa.s likely in the event of the 
railway coming' th!0UL;h Kicking Oorso 
Pas.s (lie Kootenay L,'oiap;uiy niiL;ht coii- 
iiect a line of iviilway with them (Cries of 
Ohl (111!) People were led away without 
having seen a map of the country. Thu 
membei's in favor of this bill had seen 
maps of tho country and weru voting for 
tlio bill ill the public interest and ho 
though,t opposition was very unreasonable. 
■Tho object of building a railroad between 
Kootenay and Columbia river was to 
briiii,' the ores to a market (Qreat disor- 
:ler.) The Chairman rose, to order and 
Mr. Wilson sat down thanking -theni' for 
their kind and patient hearing (Cheers 
and laughter.) 

Mr. T. Davie repudiated the charge of 
Mr. Humphreys that members of the 
house had been "bought." He was not 
surprised at this sort of thing. He had 
already learned to be surprised at nothing 
in polities, (fjaughter.) We would sup- 
pose that tho proiiiolora of this bill wished 
to corrupt the mcinbor,s. Mr. Orr and 
Mr. Allen had opposed the bill from the 
tirst. They were honest and coiisiat'ent 
members; and if aiij' tmo was to bo bought 
would nor tliey have been the very tirst 
men whii would have been approached i 
But neither of these men even suggested 
that they had been approached. , Now, 
.how wrung it was for Mr. Humphreys to 
stand up and charse membera'who sup- 
ported the bill with having been bought. 
He (Mr. Davie) had been charged in the 
house w ith throwing obstructions in tho 
way of the bill. Ho imputed no dishon- 
est motives to Mr. Humphreys, but last 
year that gontleiiian' belonged to a gnv- 
orniuent that i;avo away 2,000,000 acres 
to a company for 75 miles of railway. 
(Cheer.s.) The company asked for 750,,- 
000 acres of land for building a railway 
45 miles m length. P>ut under tho law 
they could pay $750,000 in cash and get 
tho land, They propose to take alternate 
sections and then improve the country, 
tliey^inuBt improve all the land in -their 
own 'Neighborhood. Unless these men 
build this road they get no franchise, and.' 
tho house would exact that the sum to be 
expended by tlie company should bo 
stated in their bill. The sum involved in 
this bill meant land, v.aUied at $760,000. 
What oiicouiageinoiit was given the mem- 
bers to do their duty if whenever they ran 
counter to public opinion they were to bo 
accused of sordid motives. Ho believed 
in dealing with this measure. Tho leader 
of the ojipositioii, who had boon so grossly 
attacked to-night, had acted in gpod_^faith 
—(hear). If the 8chon\6:/titdiil4co.pen '.^pV 
tho Kootenay country it was deserving of 
support, for it would enlarge the area of 
ta.xaticm and trade. (Ulioers.) He would 
not begrudge these men any money they 
might make out of this enterprise if it 
benefited the country. . (Cheers.) Tho 
suggestions of corriiption were thiide by 
disappointed politicians who''had>'been 
driven out of two or three districts in suc- 
cession, and now sought to, blacken the 
characters of men' who 'sat in thii house. 
(Cheers,) 

Mr, John Oraiit, iSI, P.P,, said that the 
gentleman who had made tho base accusa- 
tions against members of the house was 
nothing but n ba.rnaole Upoift the ship of 
state, a boil on the body politic. ^ Up- 
roar.) 

The chairman said they ought not to 
be afraid if they had a good cause and 
be enforced order. 

Mr. tlrant aaid ho was in favor of the 
aeliemo with i)ropor safeguards, but he 
was astonished to hear a liberal man like 
iMr. H umphreys deliver such an harangue. 
(L'proar and laughter.) It had been said 
that the trade woulil be diverted if this 
bill passed from British Columbia, but ho 
denied this was. tlio case, and showed it 
to bo absurdr- ilt'liad been said that if 
this acbotno wa.s passed the company 
would take the (jre.s and leave tho rail- 
way. But these gentlemen without a 
railway could go in and prospect and se- 
cure all the best lands without any fur- 
ther outlay. In Coloradii. millions were 
invested'ifi^'lg&d- ores. '•The tariff of the 
United States would prevent the company 
from taking their ores into the states, and 
he showed that this was also absurd. 
Such statements refuted themselves. It 
had been said that tho house was a mass 
of corruption, but this he would say was 
an absolute falsehood. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Pooley, MiftP.'P., said he .#,odT(^ 
liavo come ' forward but for an attack 
of Mi: Humphreys on liiiu and others. 
He intended nevertholeas to do his duty 
honoatly, and Humphreys' statement was 
as black a lie as was ever uttored, but he 
(Mr. Pooley) could not bo turned from 
his course by threat or iimult. Ho would 
now road a clause of the act, part of 
which Mr. Humphreys had road in order 
to mislead, [Ho then read the clause in 
tho act relative to the miners.] 

Ho said tho lands would not bo given 
to tho company at once, but the railway 
must be completed and other conditions 
fulQlled, and that for four or five years 
free miner.s could go into that country, 
Tho saving clause in tho land grant act 
was that the right of free minors as to 
gold and silver was reserved, Tho Koot- 
enay was by nature made tributary to tho 
Americans. He and others wished to 
break this boundary down, and to reap 
the advantages which would accrue from 
so doing. 

The governmont had jealously protected 
tho povrer of giving any other railway 
leave to run alongside that of this com- 
pany if they thought proper. He con- 
tended that 750,000, acres Qfland.w.^s a very 



small quantity indeBd.'T'S^tlSthB"' "end of 
Sve years the company would have to psy 
$37,000 taxation, and their plant would 
ba |axed.$o7,000 more. He thought in 
after years if the bill weio p.assed there 
would he a change in public opinion. 

J. W. Carey was sorry. ho was obliged 
to differ from.MIrr Pooley on ifihe :<inter- 
prettttion-6f tjiis'-'pifoposiid -^'acU Ainers' 
rights wore not protected. When it was 
said mineral land could bo purchased for 
^1, it was untrue. Kootenay was the 
garden of the province. (Hear, hear). He 
had read tile bill carefully and if I^e saw 
anything in'^his bill compelling the ^ pro- 
inoters;to c6hstru6t|^he railway he^q^iild 
advise pass^e of tiiQ^illf buVt.tliere was.' 
110 such clause. Of ttll the bills ho had 
road ho had never seen anything; so loose- 
ly iiisortud in any as section 10. (A voice, 
"road section 13. " He looked upon tho 
act as a scheming one. Did thoy want to 
barter their inheritance i He didn't ac- 
cusv: members of corruption, (hear, hear,) 
but tho conduct.of some- of them in the 
house gave eTidcnce of it. (Cries and 
cheers). It was premature to- pass this 
act. ilr. Pooloy's two clauses clash and 
the promoters have.the best pf tho bar- 
gi\iu. Referring to another section he said 
it did not enable miners to take hold of the 
mining laiid. He thought Kootenay river 
could .be made navigable fpi ^0,000. 
(No, No). Thoy ought to pass a 'resolu- 
tion against tile passage of this measure. 

T. B. Humphreys said not one of the 
lawyers in the house had attempted to 
defend the public interests, but had ig- 
nored their duty and told the public that 
750,000 acres of land was a more trifle 
and hatl. bolstered upl ^he scheme (ap- 
plause). An issue ought -to' be 'made ■ of 
it and thoy should advocate the dissolu- 
tion of the house. (Screams of laughter). 
Itefore a bill like this could be introduced, 
it had to pass strict Hcrutiiiy. Hiui. Mr. 
Sinithe liad staled every rule had been 
violated, and the bill was not logitiinato- 
ly before tho house and it was his duty to 
withhold his assent, Mr. T. Davie had 
led him (Humphreys) to think ho was 
against it. He was satistted tho majority 
of people believed this a bad bill. (Ap- 
plause). Mr. T. Davie had said the land 
could bo bought for §1 an acre, but that 
statement is untrue. (Laud .applause). No 
man can acquire' mineral land save under 
tho mineral act. He had watched this 
matter from its inception and in opposing 
the bill he believed he was backed by 80 
por cent, of tho people. He alluded to 
lawyers as a sot ofibanditsfaud said some 
of the members ought fo'be hung. 

Tvir. Wilson came forward to propose 
tho following ainondinent: 

"That wheroaa the natural outlet for 
the trade of the Kootenay ^District is via 
tho North Pacific railroad;, and whereas 
a railroad frpm the Kuo^tpnay- lake to the. 
Columbia rivei' 'raiitC^^ tliat trade to' 
'the Ca'nadian'PaciGb'railroad, this meet- 
ing is of opinion that any reasonable con- 
cession of land to aid in that direction 
aliould be grunted by tho Legislative As- 
Bombly." » '■ • ■• ■ 

Had the gentlemen who ^proposed that 
bill anything bettQr.to,propoBe '< (Cries of 
sit down, and Ohiuk'^]'. It '■yi'ad kM that 
tho conqjany wereinot bound to do any- 
thing, but this was not the case, as exem- 
plified by clause 13, in which tho company 
are ordered to do certain things. 

Mr. T. Davie, M. P. P., claimed the 
aiiino privilege as Mr. Humphreys in ad- 
dressing- them'twice;" - He*denied that he 
or others had shown any defiant attitude. 
Fur himself .ho thought he had acted in 
an indepondont manner, and ho hoped 
that Mr. Humphreys," if elected again, 
would do better than ho did four or five 
yd'ars.ago. Mr. Humphreys had said the 
lawyers ought to bo hung; but he thought 
the piubUo'thoughtdifi'orently. Mr. Hum- 
phreys had said this was a matter of such 
importance^ that the government ought to 
go to the country; but this was a course 
which witli hi8(iSlr. Humphreys') failures 
would suit him adininibly. ; He (Mr. D.) 
had had no conferoiiees with tho promot- 
ers of tho bill; but always viewed it with 
suspicion. D.uring four years Mr. Huin- 
phreys was in office no one ever saw any- 
thing of him, but it was quite ditl'erenl 
now. All the land this company is get- 
ting they could buy at §1 an acre. Ho 
then referred to^ the grant to tho com- 
fi^i.ny b@ng iliaj$l§^tp\'t)je { rights of free 
miners; but the rights of free miners un- 
der the grant to tho company would bo 
protected under tho usual conditions of a 
crown grant. He then road tho IGth 
clause tliat the sales of land were to take 
place at the rate tif Si an acre. In coii- 
cliision he said he did not. think it neces-' 
sary to defend his . own ohAractec any 
further. 

Major Downio thought he had a right 
to say something on tho lands of British 
Columbia as ho had had experience for 23 
years. His reports to Sir Janios Douglas 
would ahow his faith in these reaourcos. 
Tho projectors of th\8 scheme wore dc- 
ceivingii(h%,ip.eQple<-< -He called on tho 
house to vote it down. (Ohcors.) 

Mr. Duck could not compete with Mr. 
Humphreys in point of verbiage, but ho 
winild do thu beat he could. On Saturday 
he heard that ropresontativos of the Nor- 
thern Pacific wor^ in tho city trying to 
oppose this bill. Ho did not believe it; 
but after Mr. Humphrey's speech 
ho was not so sure of that. The 
tjisb clause refers to incorporatios. 
Tho second ciauso gavo some good 
examples of the words "shall" and 
" niay," wliioh-he would dwell. upon, and 
he thought there >va8 more " shall" than 
" m.-^y." -Ho then read various clauses 
referring to important portions in refer- 
ence to the manner in which " may " and 
"shall" were used. This matter was not 
altogether loft in tho hands of tho com- 
pany,, but tho .commissioner of lands and 
works might examine into the it^m of the 
profits of tho company. In regard to the 
gauge an amendment is before the house 
regulating it so that it would accommo- 
date tho trade of the country. He then 
referred to the various provisions of tho 
bill, which were enforced in a very posi- 
tive manner. (Cries of "time.") 
'g'^A^nian irf t^e'^udience here^^denianded 
tliattho vorelshoulqiBeiaken asthey were 
tired of sta'ri^)i)gv '4.*' iS^h i.. 

Mr. Duck amid great uproar tried to 
apoak. ■ ' 

A proposition was now mado to ad- 
journ the meeting till to-morrow night. 

The chairman said if thoy had a good 
cuuso thoy need not be afraid, and if they 
woro Englishmen they should give fair 
play. 

Mr. Duck— The survey shall be at the 
expense of the company, and this was, in- 
sisted.' on. . They^iiiost /imnortant, clause 
was that relating to' the land'grant to the 
company. About this thoy oufflit to ar- 
rive at a correct conclusion. Ho showed 
what tho Canadian Pacific had received. 
(Uproar.) He would say that the gontle- 
niau who had called this meeting had 
never done anything in the way of pro- 
viding tho bill with safeguards. Coiild 
I\rr. Caroy say that any nieinb'er of tho 
legislature had been guilty of an immoral 
or dishonest act ! Could ho search the 
criminal records and find any such charge 
against a member I Until Mr. Carey 
prpved'what he said or made an apology, 
lie ought not>to be countenanced. 
lii Mr.j ^QF^^^efkven,. from ;th,o.7audience, 



said he came froth "^P.^^'Islaftd, where 

tho Iftlld «'^.s giy«n awoy to thirteen per- 
sons and he had seen the evil of it. Did 
Mr. Duck think it was ri^ht to grant away 
the lands of the jieople. He thought 
people should only own- what they could 
cultivate. 

Mr. Duck aaid if the government got a 
(Ju/J/jVo (^ito they weru all right, and that 
they had a right to make the grant if the 
people approved of it (Continued distur- 
bance). If they wanted him to vote 
against tho measure, they had only to issue 
their commands and ho would obey them. 

Mr. Allen said that Mr. Duck had said 
that he moved no amendments to this 
bill, but he (Mr. .Mien) moved an anti- 
Chinese clause and Mr. (Jrr followed him; 
but it was deemed unconstitutional. 

Mr. Higgins, being loudly called for, 
said it was too hite to say much, but he 
was the fortunate possessor of a copyof the 
first Kootenay bill and he regretted that 
more were not circulated of tho improved 
one. He said ho had opposed tho first 
bill and then compared the various clauses 
of tho two bills. He did not believe the 
members wore corrupt, and contended the 
rights of miners had been specially guard- 
ed. Now the company have not only to 
survey their own lands by the new bill but 
those of tho government. He would 
point out through aiiotlior channel various 
necessary ameiidmeiit.s. 

Mr. Tienioy — Why did you not do that

Mr. Higgins— If he h.ad stayed up all 
Saturday night he could not have got to 
church on Sunday (Laughter).

The Cre which destroyed the dwelling 

house belonging to Mr. Alfred Follows, 
in the occupation of Mr. A. R. Howse, at 
tho junction of Oovernraent and Douglas 
streets, of which a brief notice was given 
in Sunday morning's issue, it is now known 
involved the melancholy death of Mrs.

The unfortunato woman was lust 
seen between ten and eleven o'clock on 
her way home, and from tho remains 
being discovered near the mattress as al- 
ready stated, it is probable that she had 
gone to bed before tho flames broke out 
and she was sulrdcated by the smoke. The 
docoascd was about DO years of ago and a 
native of England.

Tho building 
was a one-story cottage, and insured in 
tho North British and Mercantile <for 
$500, Allsop and Mason agents. As the 
details of this melancholy occurrence will 
be brought out on the inquest to-morrow.

To THE Editor:— :Sachireqaent and 
severe attacks have lately been^raade 
upon Mr, J, P, Boolli, tlio Reeve of 
Salt Spring Island, that it aeoiiis like 
illnatured persecution to .say anything 
more about him ; but ho long aa Lie al- 
lows himself to be used as a puppet he 
must expect to bear the ' consequences. 
Advantage has been taken iof his pres- 
ence in Victoria to obtain his signature 
to a letter which has lieen published in 
tho Standard.

At 
the time,"no defence •waa'aVKde" or ex- 
pl anation' ofT erSd , ^ii d'i t' is nfl rely ra tli er 
late to explain away a inatter which 
occurred more than a year ago. 

Tlio letter further states that l\Ir. 
Bootli was unwilling to servo as reeve 
for this year, but that the electors 
vera determined that he should do so. 
How he caii allow audi a sfeafcemeht to 
be mndo in his name in more than any 
one of ordinary veracity can under- 
•stand. He knows perfectly well that 
it waH the general wish that another 
man .should bo elected. The trick by 
which iMr, Booth misled tho returning 
ofTicer so that no one could be nominat- 
ed, and the determined etTort hemade 
to retain the position, have already been 
made public. The excuse given in the 
the letter, that he was misled by the ad- 
vice of others, is unmanly and discred- 
itable, for if ho bad ever read the. act 
he must have known that he was not 
acting legally. 

Besides, it has .since, transpired that 
Mr. Booth had hin nooiination papers 
prepared and ready to bo presented if 
his trick should fail. This surely does 
not look like unwillingnuss to servo. 

Throughout the letter writteui n Mr. 
Booth's name he is made to confes.s 
his igorance of the Municipal Act and 
to excuse .his cohduct on that account. 
No stronger proof of the necessity of 
putting an end to the existeneo of the 
municipality can exist than the volun- 
tary confession of tho noiuinal head of it 
that he has been misled by others and 
made to serve aa a tool for them to work 
with.
